It is one of the Mayor’s sup- 
posed duties as soon as he comes into 
office to select the design for the lamps 
he wants, and ever since Mayor Gaynor 
entered the City Hall he has been both- 
ered in and out of season to choose his 
lamps. His reply was, substantially, ‘Go 
away, I’m busy.” 

But the lamp designers would not be re- 
buffed, so at last the Mayor made hig se- 
lection, and now the lights are duly doing 
their service. 


ECONOMY INQUIRY BY TAFT. 


Senate Grants $100,000 for Investiga- 
tion of Government Expenses, 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—In compliance 
with the wishes of the President, the Sen- 
ate to-day accepted an amendment to the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation bill appropri- 
ating $100,000 to permit the President to 
investigate the methods of conducting the 
executive departments, with a view of 
obtaining greater economy and efficiency. 
Only accountants and experts in private 


life will be employed in conducting the 
inquiry. 

The amendment was introduced by Sen- 
ator Hale, Chairman of the Committee on 
Appropriations, who expressed the opin- 
ion that the experiment should be made. 
He spoke of ‘‘ The alarming, the appall- 
ing expenditures of the Government,” but 
confessed that he did not count upon any 
remarkable results, because he knew that 
a reduction would be resisted in all the 
departments. 

Mr. Bacon declared the plan seemed to 
be to cut down the subordinate officials 
and allow more pay and greater emolu- 
ments to those in high position. He criti- 
cised ‘‘the too free expenditure of Gov. 
ernment money in supplying automobiles 
and other conveyances for public offi- 
cials.”’

Mr. Harrison's Statement. 


‘It is unfortunate for the President 
that he cannot stand criticism;

stand the truth, My newspaper state- 
ment at which he takes offense was mere- 
ly an exposition of the scandalous fact 
that the President had sent to the Senate 
of the United States an official document 
in the Ballinger-Pinchot controversy, of 


which the date had been willfully falsified | 


by being pre-dated. Mv resohition of in- 
quiry drew out tnis information in @ 
written confession by the Attorney Gen 
eral, 

“It is of no concern to me that I am 
not welcome at the White House, but it 
is of concern to every American citizen 
that a statement of the truth about the 
President may render it empoassible for a 
Representative to discharge his duties. 

‘‘T came to the White House to-day not 
as a metter of pleasure but in the exe- 
cution of a public duty. I came by ap- 
pointment made wiih the Presidential of- 
fice on May 31 ‘io present a delegation of 
distinguished Hebrews on an important 
public mission. After a delay of forty 
minutes, at the very door of the Presi- 
dent's office, I was told that the Pres- 
ident would not receive me. It is not 
surprising that he did not care to meet 
face to face any one wno was instru- 
mental tn bringing to light the desperate 
attempt to bolster the Administration 
case in the Ballinger-Pinchot affair by 
manipulating public documents. If every- 
one who is justly criticising the Admin- 
istration {s to be Darred from the White 
House it will become a tonely place.” 


Mr. Norton’s Statement. 


Secretary Norton was at first unwill- 
ing to discuss the incident In any way. 
Later, when he was informed of the posi- 
tive statements made by Mr. Harrison, 
he declared that the President had no 
purpose of publicly humillating the Con- 
gressinan, as had been charged, and that 
nothing would have been said regarding 
the affair if Mr. Harrison himself had 
not made the matter gee Mr. Nor- 
ton added that it was, in fact, his under- 
standing that Mr. Harrison expressly de- 
sired that nothing should be said. 

Mr. Norton said that during the con- 
gressional receiving hour this morning 
he noticed Representatives Harrison and 
Goldfogle of New York and Representa- 
tive Keliher of Massachusetts with the 
party of rabbis at the head of the line 
awaiting admission to the President's 
office. He spoke to all of the members 
of the party and a few moments later 
informed the President of the presence 
of the delegation. Mr. Taft announced 
that he would be giad to receive every 
member of the delegation but Mr. Harri- 
son. He declared that because of the 
newspaper statements made by Mr. Har- 
rison he did not desire to speak with 


m. 

Secretary Norton thereupon invited Mr. 
Harrison into his office, saying he had 
some affairs to discuss with him. Mean- 
time he had the party shown itinto the 
President’s private office at the appointed 
hour and asked Mr. Goldfogle to intro- 
duce the callers in Mr. Harrison’s ab- 
sence. 

It was the first time Mr. Norton had 
ever met Mr. Harrison, and when the two 
were alone the Secretary said he was ex- 
tremely sorry that.the first meeting should 
be the occasion ofa disagreeable duty. 
Mie told Mr. Harrison the President would 
not see him. 

Mr. Harrison, according to Mr. Norton, 
said he thought he knew why kt was—the 
statement he had made regarding the con- 
nection of the President and the Attorney 
General with the Ballinger-Pinchot con- 
troversy. Mr. Norton said he had not 
seen the statement and consequently was 
somewhat in the dark. He asked Mr. 
Harrison to send him a copy of what he 
had said, 

Mr. Harrison asked if Representatives 
Goldfogle and Keliher and the others in 
the party knew that the President had 
barred him out. Mr. Norton replied that 
no one knew, but they two. Mr. Har- 
rison, Mr. Norton said, deciared he 
thought it unnecessary for the others to 
know anything about it, and thereupon 
left, saying he was going to the Capitol. 

Mr. orton declared that the President 
himself had no previous knowledge that 
Mr. Harrison was to be one of his callers 
to-day. The engagement had been made 
in the routine way some ten days ago 
through the secretary's office. 


Hovw Harrison Was Quoted, 


Harrison, in withdrawing his resolution 
May 13, demanding from Attorney 
General Wickersham the summary of the 
Glavis charges on which Mr. Taft based 


his dismissal of the Special Agent of the 
Land Office, was quoted as saying: 
“The confession of the Attorney General 
amounts to a conclusion that the Presi- 
dent and the Attorney General had agreed 
to furnish Congress misleading informa- 
tion—to supply an official document as 
of one date which was really prepared 
many wéeks later.’’ 

The Congressman in a statement he I{s- 
sued also declared that Mr. Wickersham’s 
letter read before the Ballinger-Pinchot 
Committee was an avow4l of all the ac- 
cusations he (Harrison) had made. 

“The Attorney General offers a start- 
lingly lame excuse,” said Mr. Harrison.

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ENGINE KILLS FIVE 
IN FUNERAL PARTY 


Wild Freight Locomotive, Run- 
ning at High Speed, Hits Coach 
at Crossing Near Haverstraw. 








GATEMAN WAS AT LUNCH 





No Train Due for Some Time, He Says 
—Dropped Bars Just as the 
’ Crash Occurred. 





Special to The New York Times. 

HAVERSTRAW, N. Y., June 9.—Five 
persons were killed to-day at West Side 
Avenue crossing, a quarter of a mile 
north of Haverstraw station, on the West 
Shore Railroad, when a freight locomotive 
Struck a coach returning from a funeral. 
Those killed were: 


SIEFFERT, Mr, and Mrs. EB, V., New City. 

KIESLER, Mrs. PERRY, Haverstraw. 

BEEBE, WILLIAM, d@river of the 
Haveratraw. 

RAMOUTH, the Rev. FREDERICK C., pastor 
of the Methodist Church at New City. 


The locomotive was traveling at a high 
rate of speed and the fore wheels struck 
the coach, hurling it in fragments into a 
trench on the right side of the track. 
The two horses were dragged i150 feet 
south of the flag shanty and left lying 
dead on the left side between the two 
tracks, 

a.ccording to the evidence of eye-wit- 
nesses of the accident and the story told 
by Thomas Molloy, the gatekceper, the 
gates were not closed in time. As the 
engine struck the coach Molloy dropped 
the gates and received a three-inch wound 
over the right eye from a fragment of the 
wreckage which was hurled back against 
the falling gate, carrying away the inside 
wooden bars. 

The following story was told by Will- 
ia Rembe, driver of the second coach in 
the funeral procession, which was about 
thirty yards behind the first coach when 
it reached the crossing. 

“It was about 11:55," said Rembe, 
“when we got to the crossing. The gates 
were up and the gatekeeper, Molloy, was 
inside his shanty. I neard nathing coming, 
and at that crossing it is impossible to 
see fifty yards up or down the tracks 
until you are on them, owing to the banks 
on either side. 

“Suddenly there was a great crash. 
The coach was smashed to pieces and the 
gates were down. I saw the gatekeeper 
standing by looking wildly at the bodies 
of the five people who were lying along- 
side the track. 


Three Killed Instantly. 


“Mr. Sieffert was lying outside the 
flag shanty and was still alive. Mrs. 
Keesler was in the trench five feet 
further on and was conscious, although 
so badly injured that she could not speak. 
Mrs. Sieffert lay a little way beyond her 
and was killed outright. So was the 
minister, who lay face down in the trench 
between her and the coachman, Beebe. 

‘“*‘People rushed from the houses near 
by and carried Mrs, Keesler and Mr. 
Sieffert up on the bank, where they were 
placed on cots brought from one of the 
houses. Mr. Sieffert died just as a physi- 
clan arrived, and Mrs. Keesler died at 8 
o’clock in her home in Haverstraw. 

‘It all happened so quickly that it {s 
difficult to describe what occurred. I am 
positive of one fact, that is, the gates 
were not closed when the first coach 
reached the crossing.’’ 

“At what speed do you think the en- 
gine was traveling?’’ Rembe was asked. 

‘IT should say from the time it took to 
pass round the curve where the bell] rings 
to the point where it hit the coach that 
it must have been going fifty miles an 
hour. There was no train attached. The 
engine was 2,160, and was running ‘ wild- 
cat’ up to Weehawken to pick up a 
freight train. The harness was all ripped 
off the horses, and the débris of the 
coach was scattered along the line toward 
Haverstraw station. The engine was go- 
ing at such a speed that‘it carried a fore- 
wheel, and the pole on the cowcatcher for 
an eighth of a mile before it could be 
stopped.’’ 

Molloy admitted to Coroner Dutcher that 
he was eating his dinner in his shanty on 
the west side of the track when he heard 
the bell ring. He rushed out to shut the 
gates, but was too late, as the engine was 
on the crossing. 

‘‘T knew that a down local was due at 
12:15, and thought I would have plenty of 
time to eat my dinner. I did not know 
the freight engine was coming along.”’ 

The gatekeeper, who is nearly 60 years 
old, was so shocked by the accident that 
he had to be taken home after being ex- 
amined by the Coroner. 

Walter K. Johnson, the engineer, who 
was held at the station untilethe officials 
arrived here from Weehawken, said he was 
looking out of his cab and did not see the 
coach and team until they were right in 
front of the engine, owing to the embank- 
ment, and it was impossible to do any- 
thing to avert tMe accident. He told the 
Coroner he was running at a speed of 
thirty-five miles an hour at the time. 


Crossing a Dangerous One. 


Herman Purdy, the undertaker who 
had charge of the funeral, said the cross- 
ing Was a very dangerous one, and the 
gates were often lowered at the last mo- 
ment. On thu way to the cemetery the 
hearse and first coach passed over the 
tracks and the gates were suddenly low- 
ered before the second and third coaches 
could cross to let an express for New 
York go vy. Going toward the cemetery 
it was possible, he said, for drivers of 
teams.or automobiles to see about 100 
yards either up or down the tracks. but 
returning downhill¢it was impossible to 
see a yard on eitner side until the driver 
was within two feet of the crossing, 

Coroner Dutcher said the chief danger 
of the crossing lay in the fact that the 
place where the-warning signal was rung 
was not more than 600 feet north of 
the crossing, and did not give sufficient 
time for any vehicle to get out of the 
way if it was on the tracks at the time. 

The Rev. Mr. Ramouth was 28 years 
old. He leaves a widow and a. baby girl. 
Mrs. Perry Keesler was the wife of Harry 
Keesler captain of a brick boat, which 
vas uNidoading in New York at the time 
of the accident. Mr. and Mrs. Sleffert 
tad a son in bhusiness in New York, 
William Beebe, the driver, was 19 years 
old and unmarried. It was his first ex- 
perience in driving a funeral coach. He 
was a member of the Volunteer Fire 
Brigade. all 

The accident created a sensation among 
the residents of Haverstraw, as the five 
victims were all well-known. The chil- 
dren of the place mourned also for Maud? 
und Major, the two horses. They were 
pure white Arabs, and in their youth 
had belonged to a circus. They were good- 
tempered and would dance and do all 
kinds of tricks for the children when 
tempted with sugar. Fred J. Ossman, 
the owner of the team and the coach, es- 
timates his loss at $1,500, The horses, 
he said, were like childrerrand were in- 
separable. 

After an interview with the officials cf 
the West Shore Railroad, Coroner Dutch- 
er held the company responsible, for the 
production of the engineer and the gate- 
man at the inquest.

The only thing that 
has given them their unusually bad 
reputation, it seems from the written 
testimony of the records, is that they 
have had the misfortune to be the most 
recent days and therefore the most con- 
spicuous in the public eye. For real 
downright badness they haven't even ap- 
proached the recorded limit. 

This said, the Weather Man announced 
more showers for to-day. 


LIGHTNING KILLS SCORES, 


Unprecedented Storms In Germany— 
Immense Damage to Crops. 


COLOGNE, June 9.—Thunderstorms of 
unprecedented violegce in the past few 
days have resulted in many fatalities, and 
enormous damage to crops in Western 
and Central Germany. 

It is reported that more than twenty 
persons have been killed by lightning in 
the Rhine province alone. 

While a detachment of soldiers was 
drilling here to-day lightning struck them, 
killing two and dangerously injuring two 
others. 
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CASSEL, June 9.—Destructive cloud- 
bursts are reported from various places 
in the Harz and Thuringen Mountains 
and the intervening region. 

In the past two days more than a dozen 
persons and many animals have been 
killed by Hghtning. 

At Langelsheim, near Goslar, lightning 
struck a grdéup of children working in a 
beet field, who had taken refuge beneath 
a tree. Two were killed and seven in- 
jured, some of whom will dle. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 9.-—Lightning 
struck the bayonets of a patrol that was 
manoeuvring at Krasnoye-Selo to-day. 

One soldier was killed and another was 
fatally injured.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 9.—The 
power boat Caliph, sailed by her owner, 
Vice Commodore M. E. Brigham of the 
Ventnor Yacht Club of Atlantic City, 
passed the finish line of the Havana race 
off Young's Ocean Pier at 11:06 P. M. 

The vessel has run out to sea to lay 
to, during the night rather than chance 
entering the inlet in the heavy storm, and 
an attempt is being made‘ to flash sig- 
nals by Morse code informfng Vice Com- 
modore Brigham of the serious illness 
of his wéfe at their home in Philadel- 
vhia. An automobile is waiting here to 
rush the owner of the Caliph to his 
home as soon as he can be landed, and 
efforts are being made to secure a vol- 
unteer crew to man the Government pow- 
er boat to make the run to the Caliph 
and bring her owner ashore.

It will continue 
in its easterly movement and pass off 
the Atlantic Coast during Saturday.

Charles K. Hamilton arranged yester~ 
day to start from Governors Island at 7 
o'clock to-morrow morning on his flight 
toPhiladelphia and return under the aus- 
pices of THE NEw YoRK Trumps and The 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. Brig. Gen. 
Walter Howe, commanding the Depart- 
ment of the East, has issued a permit for 
Hamilton to land his biplane on Govern-~- 
ors Island to-day and to start his inter- 
city flight from there to-morrow. Gen. 
Howe made this permit good up to and 
including next Wednesday, however, in 
the event of atmospheric conditions be- 
ing unpropitious for a flight for several 
days. 

ithe original plan, as arranged by Tus 
Times and Mr. Hamilton, was for a start 
from Van Cortlandt Park, with a flight 
down the Hudson River, turning inland 
at “Jersey City, giving opportunity to

ing found Van Cortlandt Park unsuitable 
as a starting point for a machine so 
heavily laden as his must be, will, if he 
succeeds in making the Philadelphia 
round trip, fly above Van Cortlandt Park 
on the afternoon of the first suitable 
day, so that the public may have an op- 
portunity of seeing the man and the ma- 
chine in action.

Hamilton has only to ship his biplane 
from Mineola to Governors Island to- 
day, and to make a few tests of its work- 
ing parts this afternoon, and early to- 
morrow morning for all to be in readiness 
for his long intercity aerial journey. 

To Start at 7 o’Clock. 

The start of the trip will be made as 
close to 7 o'clock to-morrow morning as 
the weather will permit. Half an hour 
before commencing his flight Hamilton 
will make one final trip aloft to see that 
everything is ‘‘airshipshape,’’ making 
this test with his tanks holding the same 
amount of fuel, lubricating oil, and wa- 
ter as the machine will carry when finally 
it is pointed for Philadelphia, The route 
which Hamilton will follow is approxi- 
mately that which was decided upon when 
Van Cortlandt Park was announced as 
his probable starting point. Only in the 
opening stages of his intercity journey 
will there be any change in plan.

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Aviator Was Flying Low When Draft 
of Speeding Cars Caused Him to 
Lose Control of Craft.

TOPEKA, Kan., June 9.—J. C. Mars, 
the aviator, was flying in his Curtiss bi- 
plane known as the Shylark at the avia- 
tion meet here this afternoon when the 
machine was caught in a gust of wind 
due to the suction caused by a railroad 
train that passed under the craft. Be- 
fore Mars could get clear of the artificia! 
current his machine capsized and fell 
to the ground, burying the aviator under 
the wreckage. 

The machine was wrecked so badly that 
it may require several days to repair it, 
but although it feli on top of Mars the 
doctors who examined him said he would 
be ready for a flight to-day if his ma- 
chine could be repaired in time. : 

The flight in which Mr. Mars came to 
griet was the closing aviation event on 
the day's programme, and a great crowd 
had assembled to watch him. Mr. Mars 
had just concluded a number of success- 
ful flights and the big crowd was keyed 
up to a point of great. enthusiasm when 
he took his seat in the biplane to make 
his last ascension. The biplane rose and 
appeared to be under perfect control, and 
the people cheered as Mars directed his 
course over the railroad tracks near the 
field. 

Mars was skimming along directly over 
the tracks when a train came along at 2 


'speed of about thirty miles an hour. The 
is a prime favorite, and his| 


aviator was flying low, and as the last 
car passed under his machine, the specta- 
tcrs noticed that the biplane seemed to get 
from under Mr. Mars’s control.- Then, 
suddenly, the aeroplane began to wabble 
and the crowd hé@ld its breath, hoping to 
the last that the accident would be 
averted. 

Women screamed and then turned away 
as they saw Mars trying to right his ma- 
chine, but his efforts were unavailing, and 
a moment later the machine turned turtle. 

Like a bird with a broken wing the 
biplane tumbled down through the air 
and struck the earth heavily, the wreck- 
age piling on top of Mars. The crowd 
broke through the line of soldiers that 
were picketing the aviation field and 
rushed to the place where Mars had 
fallen. No one expected to find him 
alive. 

Just as the leaders reached the place 
Mars stuck his head out from under the 


wreckage. His face was covered with 
blood, but he was smiling. 

“‘T am all right,”’ he said, as he crawled 
out, “‘and no bones are broken. Just a 
littie cut up about the head and face. 
That’s all.’’ 

A moment later Mars wriggled himself 
free of the débris and stood up just as 
Mrs. Mars, his wife, rushed up, her face 
white with anxiety as to his safety. 

“Don’t you worry a bit,” the aviator 
said, as he embraced his wife, ‘‘ I am stil] 
all here and ready for another go when- 
ever the word is said.’’ 

Mr. Mars was abie to walk unassisted 
to the aviation tent, where his injuries 
were attended to by the doctors. The phy- 
Ssicians said he would be ail right in a day 
Or two, but all agreed that his escape 
had been narrow. 

When seen to-night Mr. Mars said that 
he believed the accident was due to an 
adverse current in the air made by the 
Suction resulting from the passage of the 
train underneath him. , 

An effort will be made to repair the 
machine and if successful Mr. Mars said 
he would continue his flights. The meet 
closes Sunday.

GROSSCUP UTTERS WARNING. 


Says Economic Readjustment Is Com- 
ing to Test Our Institutions. 


ROCK ISLAND, IIL, June 9.—Judge 
Peter S. Grosscup of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, Chicago, was the 
leading speaker at Augustana College and 
Theological Seminary commencement to- 
day at the fiftieth jubilee celebration of 
the college and synod, when a class of 
forty-eight was graduated. 

‘““We have not yet reached here in 
America,’’ said Judge Grosscup, ‘“‘the su- 
preme test of whether government of the 
people, by the people, can endure. Thus 
far, the surplus of our soil, sold to the 
world each year, has made good our eco- 
nomic and political mistakes. .

day is coming when this insurance against 
logical consequences will be cut off.

Miss Eriksson Says Three Ships Passed 
the Wreck Without Trying to 
Rescue the Crew. 





NORFOLK, Va., June 9.—After being 
adrift for three days in two small boats 
450 miles out in the Atlantic ocean Miss 
Elizabeth Eriksson, her father, Capt. 
P. A. Eriksson, and the crew of nine, 
with two dogs and-a cat, were rescued 
in the nick of time by the British steamet 
Metis, after having abandoned their 
barkentine, the Good, News of Philadel- 
phia. 

Struck by a heavy storm the Good News 
Sprang a leak. The pumps [failed to keep 
her afloat, and at noon on June 8. the 
ship was abandoned in latitude, 29.42 
north, longitude 74.26 west. The Cap- 
tain’s daughter, while a little nervous at 
first, showed great bravery, and after 
the Good News went to the bottom she 
cheered the men. At times it seemed as 
though the two little. boats would be 
swamped by the waves. A sail was 
rigged, and one boat towed the other. 
Little progress, however, was made. Three 
days and nights of suspense slowly 
passed. Only a little hard bread and a 
half gallon of water comprised the pro- 
visions. 

A sharp lookout was kept for the ap- 
proach of a passing vessel, and on Mon- 
day, June 6, the Metis hove in sight, 
bringing a mighty cheer from the s ip- 
wrecked party.

Before the Metis picked up the ship- 
wrecked party, according to Miss Eriks- 
son, ships passed them by three separate 
times without having been drawn to their 
assistance by the signals of the. crew. 
One, she said, was a sailing vessel, which 
passed in the daytime, in full view of 
those adrift, and so close that they could 
see her whole deck and the movements 
of her crew, but her Captain, she de- 
clared, made no effort to rescue them.

POSTAL BANK BILL 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Not a Republican Vote Against it 
on Final Roll-Call, Which 
Stands 195 to 101. 








DEMOCRATS ARE _ DIVIDED 





Twenty-four of Opposition Vote for 
Bill on Final Passage—Senate 
Measure Different. 





WASHINGTON, June 9.—By the over- 
whelming majority of 195 to 101 the House 
to-night passed the Postal Savings Bank 
bill as recently agreed upon by the Re- 
publican caucus of the House. Not a sin- 
gle Republican voted against the measure 


on the final roll call. The House had 
previously, by a vote of 113 to 196, reject- 
ed the Democratic substitute for the bill 
proposed by the majority. 

The voting upon the several motions in- 
volved jn the disposition of the measure 
followed six hours of debate, in which 
many Kepublicans and Democrats record- 
ed their views upon the bill of the major- 
ity and the substitute supported by a 
large portion of the minority. <A large 
defection among the Democrats was 
shown when the Democratic substitute 
was voted upon, twenty-one of them 
joining the Republicans in voting against 
the measure, most of these being opposed 
to a postal savings system of any kind.

PRINT PAPER SUPPLY LOW. 


Commissioner’s Report Shows Less 
Than 5 Days’ Supply on Hand April 39, 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—That the sup- 
ply of news print paper in the Amer- 
ican mills has still further depleted since 
March 30, so that on April 30 there was 
less than flve days’ supply on hand, is 
the purport of a statement made public 
to-night by Herbert Knox Smith, Com- 
missioner of Corporations. The normal 
consumption per day is said to be about 
4,000 tons, the production capacity about

‘Statistics of news print paper for 
April, 1910," the Commissioner says, “as 
compiled by the American Paper and 
Pulp Association and filed with the Com- 
missioner of Corporations, show a sharp 
decline in rroduction and a further drain 
upon stocks, The total supply on hand 

on April 30, 1910, was only 18,000 tons, a 
reduction of 1,847 tons since April 1. Qn 
April 380, 1909, the-stocks were 36,133 
tors. Stocks have been steadily decreas- 
ing ever since the end of last August, 
when they exceeded 53,000 tons. As late 
as Jan. 1, 1910, they were in excess of 
26,600 tons. This continued decrease has, 
as is well known, been accompanied by a 
considerable increase in, price. 

“< This reduction in stocks is chiefly due 
to the reduction in output, which fell 
from 84,219 tons in March, 1910, to 80,489 
tons in April, a net decline of 3,780 tons. 
In April, 1909, the production was 89,4738 
tons. 

‘‘In this general gonnection it is really 
remarkable to note upon how narrow a 
margin of supply this industry operates. 
The average stocks held by manufactur- 
ers in the past one and one-half years 
would not exceed at best three weeks’ 
consumption, while the manufacturers’ 
stocks on April 30, 1910, would not give 
more than a week’s supply. This situa- 
tion necessarily tends toward excessive 
fluctuation in price.”’

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$100,000 SLANDER 
SUIT IS DISMISSED 


Complaint of Dr. Howard White- 
side Against His Brother-in- 
Law Was Not Sustained. 








GREW OUT OF ANOTHER CASE 





An Answer In an Action Against the 
Dentist by His *‘/ife Injured 
Him, He Said. 





Supreme Court Justice Erlanger dis- 
missed yesterday the complaint of Dr. 
Howard Whiteside, a dentist, in a $100,000 
slander suit against his brother-in-law, 
George M. Verity, President of the Amer- 
ican Rolling Mills Company of Middle- 
town, Ohio. The ground of the dismissal 
was lack of prosecution of the action. 

Dr. Whiteside based his action on an 
answer interposed by Verity in a suit 
brought by his wife, Mrs. Nellie Wright 
Verity Whiteside, in the United States 
Circuit Court, Southern District of Ohio, 
against him for $10,000, and to set aside 
a trust of $20,000. The answer of Verity 
in this suit, Whiteside alleged, was de- 
famatory, containing charges that White- 
side had been engaged in scandalous epi- 
sodes with women in Cincinnati and New 
York. These allegations, Whiteside as- 
serts, were false and malicious and were 
made with the intention of destroying his 
good name. 

Among the items in the answer to his 
wife’s suit, Whiteside says, were charges 
that he had been untrue to his marriage 
vows and had neglected his wife and child. 
The allegations also included, he com- 
plains, a statement that he ‘“‘had re- 
turned to the bad habits which compelled 
him to leave Cincinnati.”’ 

Verity also charged him, he said, with 
having deserted his wife in 1904, when 
she was confined in a hospital, and with 
having concealed his daughter. The worst 
charge in the answer to the suit in the 
Federal courts was one which concerned 
an alleged disgraceful episode with a mar- 
ried woman in New York City, Whiteside 
complained. Particular exception was 
taken by Whiteside to that portion of 
Verity’s answer in which he said he had 
been engaged by Mrs. Whiteside, his half- 
sister, to prosecute on her behalf an ace 
tion against this married woman for the 
alienation of Whiteside’s affections. 

In his answer to the slander suit Verity 
reiterated the charges made in his answer 
to the Federal suit. He said this action 
was for two purposes—to recover $10,000 
to which he laid claim as owner and to 
set aside a trust for $20,000, of which he 
was trustee. He states that Mrs. White- 
side and he are half brother and half sis- 
ter, both the children of the Rev. J. Veri- 
tv, a Methodist Episcopal clergyman, of 
Peebles, Ohio. His half-sister, he says, 


met Whiteside when she was with him in 
Kentucky and married him on Aug. 7, 
1898, at Dayton, Ohio.

GERMAN PROTEST TO POPE. 


imperial Chancellor Tells Diet of 
Action Regarding Encyclical. 


BERLIN, June 9.—Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, replying to an interpella- 
tion in the Prussian Diet to-day, spoke 
with decided emphasis regarding the re- 
cently issued Papal] encyclical, which he 
construed as condemnatory of religious 
reformers. The Chancellor said in the 
course of his speech: 

“The Papal encyclical contains judg- 
ments about reformers and the reforma- 
tion. and about the princes and peoples 
connected therewith which must hurt re- 
ligious, national, and moral feelings. Im- 


mediately after the Latin text of the 
encyclical had been received I caused 
representations to be made to the Vatican 
by the German envoy, who expressed 
the expectation of Germany that the 
Curia would find a way to remedy the 
damage caused by the issuance of the 
encyclical. The Vatican has not as yet 
replied. 

“The Government is determined to do 
everything to insure religious peace in 
the land that can be done in the national 
interests.”’ 

The encyclical issued on the occasion of 
the third centenary of the canonization of 
Saint Charles Borromeo extolled Borromeo 
as the champion of Catholicism against 
the Protestant Reformation and declared 
that he established at the time of the 
Council of Trent the fact that the princi- 
me of Catholicism had been undermined 
y Martin Luther. 


A RUSSIAN TOWN BURNED. 


Large Part of Borissoff Destroyed— 
Inhabitants Mostly Jews. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 9.—Fire to- 
day destroyed a large part of the com- 
mercial and residential quarters of Boris- 
soff, a town of about 15,000 inhabitants, 
most of them Jews. 

Four hundred and fifty buildings were 
destroyed, including three synagogues. 
Many of the people are camping in the 
open fields, but the extensive reservist 
karracks have been thrown open for the 
homeless, on orders from the Governor. 

A high judicial officer has been sent to 
Borissoff to investigate the origin of the 
fire, which has been attributed to incen- 
diarism. 


CAREFUL SEARCH FOR JEWS. 


Police In Smolensk Go from House to 
House to Find Them. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 9.—Further 
advices were received here to-day telling 
of the continuance of the organized search 


for Jews illegally residing in the Province 
of Smolensk. 

The secret police made a house-to-house 
search in the village of Stadolitech and 
its environs and seized eight Jews, Oth- 
ers of the race had received timely warn- 
ing and had hastily fled by train, aban- 
dening their effects. 

Detachments of police have been sent 
into three other districts, where they aré 
making similar canvasses. The Jews in 
Smolensk Province had held their resi- 
dence by virtue of regular payments to 
the olice, who accordingly possessed 
complete information regarding them. 

The official organ Rossia has printed a 
reassuring statement setting forth that 
the Government has not issued new in- 
structions regarding the Jewish question, 
but has merely emphasized the necessity 
that the laws be observed. 

To this the Rech, the organ of the 
Russian Constitutional Democrats, replies 
in an editorial that recent events speak 
for themselves. The employment of the 
corrupt secret police is, the paper says, 
the culminating act of the Government.

SUSPECTED MAN SET FREE 





Attorney General’s Assistant Says He 





Is Not Ready to Prdceed Against Gold- 
stein, Accused of Taking Bribes. 





Jacob Goldstein, who was arrested last 
week at the instance of Mayor Gaynor 
On the charge of having conspired to ex- 
tort money from applicants for naturali- 
zation papers, was discharged yesterday 
by Commissioner Shields. About the same 
time the Mayor made public a letter he 
had sent to Attorney General Wickers- 
ham hearing on the alleged abuses at 
the Federal Buildina, along with a reply 
from Mr. Wickersham saying that he 
would have the matter looked into. 

When Goldstein came before Commis- 
Sioner fhields Assistant United States 
District Attorney Walton said that he 
was not prepared to proceed, asking the 
prisoner’s discharge. His discharge an- 
nulled the bail bond of $3,500 which he 
had been compelled to give upon his ar- 
rest last week. Mr. Walton, when asked 
about the failure to prosecute Goldstein, 
refused to say anything about the mat- 
ter, but it was understood that evidence 
Gathered by the local detectives relating 
to the alleged grafting would be presented 
to the Federal Grand Jury. 

Mayor Gaynor began to receive com- 
plaints about the difficulty of getting 
citizenship papers as soon as he took of- 
fice on Jan. 1. After a while he had In- 
spector Russell assign Detective Carrao 
to see what was going on. Having with 
him a friend’s first papers, Carrao got in 
line, saying that he wanted his second 
and final papers. 

He reported, through Inspector Russell, 
tc the Mayor that he saw a man, later 
identified as Jacob Goldstein, going about 
among the long line of applicants every 
day, seemingly making some sort of bar- 
gain with them. Yet Goldstein never ap- 
proached him. Detective Rafsky was put 
in line tin place of Carrao. Goldstein knew 
him, and he was succeeded Detective 
Charles Bedner about ten am. ago. 

The first day he stood in line Bedner 
reported that Goldstein approached him, 
but he would have nothing to do with 
last Wednesday, however, he said, 
Goldstein again approached him, telling 


i him that he kould get his second papers 


for him for a financial consideration, 
warning him that if he did not pay he 
would stand for many more days before 
he got into the office. 

The next day, Bedner’s report went on.

this time agreed to meet Goldstein that 
afternoon at 2:30 o’clock at 309 Broome 
Street. That number is Goldstein’s bar- 
ber shop.

This is the letter Mayor Gaynor sent to 
Attorney General Wickersham three days 
ago: 

Office of the Mayor. 
June 7, 1916. 

Sir: Immediately after I became Mayor I 
began to receive complaints of persons ap- 
plying for naturalization in the Federal 
Building here, that they had to stand in 
line day after day, and find themselves 
each day further down the line than on the 
previous day, by reason of persons lower 
down the line being placed ahead of them 
y favoritism, and by payment of money: 
unti] finally they were obliged to give up 
trying to get their papers cs they could not 
stand the loss of time. 

I wrote to Judge Hough inclosing to him 
one of these complaints, and calling his at- 
tention to the condition which I have de- 
scribed, and I inclose to you a copy of his 
answer, He throws the blame on Congress 
for not supplying funds for a staff large 
enough to do the work. Complaints con- 
tinued to come in to me in great number, 
especially of the favoritism practiced by 
taking people out of the line and putting 
them at the head for a money consideration 
ranging from $6 to $25. In s0me cases TI 
took the affidavits of men who called at 
my office showing the collection of such 
money, and that the persons to whom it 
was paid had access to the Clerk’s office 
and were doing their scandalous traffic 
openly. I inclose the same. 

Finally, the complaints I 

called in the Police Commissioner of this 
city and had him station detectives in the 
line, and I inclose a copy of his report. 
You will see that his men had no trouble 
in detecting the crime. They were freely 
approached for money, and arrested the 
man to whom they paid it. I finally feel it 
my duty to call your attention to this long- 
standing scandal. I cannot effectively deal 
with it for the reason that it is outside of 
my jurisdiction. When men cannot get 
naturalized without paying corruption money 
for it they cannot be expected to feel other- 
wise than that government is corrupt 
throughout. Very truly yours, 
Ww.

The Mayor received this letter in reply 
from Mr. Wickersham:

Sir: I beg to acknowledge receipt of your 
favor of June 7, calling my attention to 
conditions in regard to persons applying for 
naturalization in the Federal Building in 
New York. and I beg to assure you that I 
will take the matter up at once and take 
steps to bring such proceedings to an end. 
I will advise vou of the progrets made as 
soon as anything definite has been ac- 
complished.

Mayor Gaynor sent a caustic letter to 
Police Commissioner Baker yesterday on

Service. Dr. Potter recently resigned as 
Chief Examiner of the Bureau of Chari- 
table Institutions in the Department of 
Finance to accept the place.

FROWN ON INVESTIGATORS 


Especially the Research Bureau That 
Burrowed Into New York’s Af- 
fairs—Gibes at Pittsburg. 





Controllers, treasurers, auditors, and 
other city officials from more than fifty 
cities all over the United States discussed 
municipal financial problems at the fifth 
annual convention of the National As- 
sociation of Controllers and Accounting 
Officers at the Hotel Astor yesterday. 
President Alonzo Tweedale, Auditor of 
the District of Columbia, presided. Ed- 
mund D. Fisher, Deputy Controller of 
welcomed the officials 
in behalf of: Controller Prendergast, who 
was unable to attend. The Aldermen 
recently declined to appropriate, at the 
requést of Controller Prendergast, $2,000 
for the entertainment of the visiting Con- 
trollers, but several wealthy citizens 
guaranteed to pay all expenses on the 
understanding that their names are not 
to be disclosed. Mr. Fisher advocated 
more uniform accounting systems for city 
governments. 

**Do away with what may be called in- 


ter-State vice growing out of the laxity 
of laws in many States governing city 
finances,’ he said. ‘‘In examination of 
what is known as accounting and method 
I’ve come across one word very vital to 
city finances—control, Few men in 
finance do more than look over the news- 
apers to see if the market is ot or 
alling. The figures of the city offices 
are generally a mass of undeveloped fig- 
ures that require more uniformity.” 

Some of the delegates were inclined to 
have some fun with the representatives 
from Pittsburg. When KE. E. Phelps, 
chief clerk and accountant of that city, 
arose to answer roll call one of the dele- 
gates remarked: 

‘‘Mr. Chairman, I believe Mr. Phelps 
is one of the few city officials who 
haven't been indicted in Pittsburg.” 

‘‘ Pittsburg well deserves the name of 
‘Steal’ city,” ventured another. 

President Tweedale in his address told 
of the many things accomplished by the 
association. 

‘There are to-day a number of civic 
organizations, both national and local, 
studving the many complex questions in- 
volved in the work of civic betterment,’”’ 
he said, ‘‘and the daily papers are devot- 
ing more space to its consideration. 

‘*‘T belleve that progress more uniform 
in character would be had if each of 
the national associations and local or- 
ganizations could be induced to send rep- 
resentatives to a general meeting, where 
financial problems would be taken up and 
analyzed with a view of adopting a gen- 
eral plan whereby the cities, the county, 
and the State governments could prepare 
their budgets, state their accounts, and 
Pract their business in a uniform man- 
ner.’’

SHOUT PROSPERITY 


Delegates to Their Convention 
Report Growing Business in 
All Parts. of the Country. 








LABOR NEEDED IN SOUTH 





The Northwest, Too, Calling for Men 


at High Wages, with All In- 
dustries Flourishing.

. Bringing reports of multiplying busi- 


mess in every part of the country, near- 
ly 1,000 commercial travelers trooped 
into the breeze-swept corridors of the 
Manhattan Beach Hotel yesterday for 
the New York State Council's tenth an- 
nual convention. The United Commercial 
Travelers’ Association has 60,000 mem- 


‘bers throughout the country and repre- 


sents.an invested capital of more than 
$2,000,000. 

Yesterday was the first of a four-day 
convention. The exercises consisted of 
@ morning session, at which ex-Controller 
Metz, ex-Secretary of State Whalen, and 
‘many other prominent business men 
spoke, and an executive session in which 
a State Department of Labor and Capi- 
tal was advocated. But the feature of 
the day was in the stories the delegates 
had to tell of the increasing prosperity 
in business all over the United States. 

“The Georgia peach crop is the finest 
we have had in years, and the Alabama 
corn and cotton crops are looking fine,’’ 
said the Rev. H. C. Compton, pastor of 
the Second Baptist Church of Athens, 
Ala., the only preacher-commercial trav- 
eler in the United States. 

‘“‘In the northern part of my State we 
haven't laborers enough to get the iron 
Ore out of the mines, and the steel! mills 
of Ensley are running to their fullest ca- 
pacity. In the southern part of the State, 
where corn and cotton are grown, we 
haven't half enough men to get the 
Wealth out of the soil. 

“I preach for the love of it. My living 
comes from my work as a drug salesman 
and from my farm. Ten years ago I 
used to pay my farmhands $6 a month, 
and a peck of meal, three and a half 
pounds of meat, and a quart of molasses. 
Now I have to pay them the same amount 
of meal, meat, and molasses, 
month. The South needs laborers—intel- 
ligent white farmhands. The 
farmer is the most independent man in 
the -world to-day. Mortgages on farms 
are a thing of the past. The farmers 
make good money, and they pay good 
money for what they buy. Mules which 
ten years ago cost $100 now cost $200.”

“Every member of this organization 
should make a point of mieeting the As- 
semblyman and Senator of his district,”’ 
said Grand Councillor Papworth “If 
you don’t know them at home they 
don’t know you at Albany.

All sorts 
of farm products, except certain kinds of 
fruits, can be raised there, and recently 
there has been a great influx of farmers. 
These farmers, once they are established, 
seem to have more money than they know 
what to do with. No matter how much 
the g6tock market crashed it would make 
no differnece to them. 

“About everything is being manufact- 
ured in Oregon except agricultural imple- 
ments, which, of course, are what we 
reed most. We have no iron to make 
them with. Oregon timber leads the 
world, and Portland is the second largest 
wheat port in the world. James J. Hill's 
son-in-law told me recently that the rail- 
roads can land Eastern products 30 per 
cent. lower at Portland than at San 
Francisco, and 40 per cent. lower than at 
Puget Sound. What we want in the 
Northwest is laborers to work the farms. 
We are paying even our poorest ones on 
the railroads $2.75 a day, and can’t get 
half enough of them.” 

“People are again beginning to buy 
genuine gold and silver ornaments—Ori- 
ental ware we call it—instead of plated 
Stuff, as they have been doing for the 
last few vears,’”’ said J. E. Burt, a jew- 
éiry salesman of Philadelphia. ‘‘ Curt« 
Gusly enough, I find that most jewelry 
Beems to be bought at present in Califor- 
i:ia, especially in Los Angeles, and not in 
the East. It is the transient population 
the hotel folk, who seem to be the chief 
buyers. 

“ The jewelry business is more sensitive 
to financial conditions than any other. 
It was the first to feel the panic of 1907, 
and it has been the last to recover.

All Arguments Ending, Judge Martin’s 
Charge Went Over by Vote 
of the Jury.

The jury in the sugar fraud case spent 
another long day yesterday LMstening to 
argument and oratory and will not re- 
ceive the Judge's charge until this morn- 
ing. First, Clarence K, Lexow, counsel 
for Gerbracht, the refinery superintend- 
ent, completed the argument that he be- 





gan the day before; then John B. Stanch- 
field, counse¢l for Heike, the Secretary Of | 
the Sugar Trust, argued and pleaded for 
two hours, and finally Henry L. Stimson, 
the Government’s special prosecutor, 
made the final presentation of the facts 
adduced. 

At 4 o'clock Judge Martin gave the 
jury a chance to vote whether they 
would receive the charge immediately 
and start their deliberations, or wait un- 
til this morning. The vote stood 6 to 6 
and Judge Martin declared that inas- 
much as he was anxious to get his own 


task accomplished, he would charge the 
jury at once. Thereupon, several of 
those who had voted tu hold over until 
morning began to plea with their breth- 
ren to change their minds and another 
ballot showed a vote of 8 to 4 in favor 
of postponing the charge until this 
morning. 

The jury will come into court at 9:30 
and will granny et the case some time 
between 10:80 and 11 o'clock. A good 
many of those who have been follow- 
ing the trial, took the vote of 6 to 6 as 
indicating that a substantial number of 
the jurymen had already made up their 
minds and would be ready to bring in 
a verdict In short order. The prévaill- 
ing opinion was that the Government

COULDN'T FILE THEIR 
WHITE SLAVE’ VIEWS 


Rockefeller Grand Jury Shooed 
Out of Court by Judge 
O'Sullivan. 








HE WANTS TO KNOW FIRST 





Says a Legal Intelligence Must Be 
Brought to Bear on Their Findings 


Before They Can Be Filed. 





The “White Slave’ Grand Jury, de- 
sirous after its months of. investigation 
to be discharged and doubly desirous of 
making public its findings in the form of 
a presentment, filed into a scontinuéd part 
of General Sessions yesterday at noon. 
But the Grand Jurymen filed out again 
half an hour later without having been 
aischarged and without having filed any- 
thing at all. In the interval there had 
been a heated dispute in which District 


Attorney Whitman, very much flushed, 
and Foreman John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
fairly white with suppressed indignation, 
had sidea flatly against Judge O’Sullivan, 
who made ciear his intention that the 
presentment should not be filed until he 
had had an opportunity to learn the 
‘character of the document.” 

Among other things, Judge O’Sullivan 
explained that there might easily be some 
impropriety or illegality either in the form 
or substance of the document which 
should be altered before it was filed and 
the Grand Jury discharged. The Grand 
Jury, however, had taken a special resolu- 
tiou to the effect that neither Judge 
O’Sullivan nor Mr. Whitman should see 
the presentment before filing, and Mr. 
Rockefeller stuck to this doggedly. He 
argued about it, even after Judge O’Sulll- 
vun had cut him short and emphasized 
the interruption with his fist instead of 
the judicial gavel. 

It was Mr. Whitman’s contention that 
the deliberations of the Grand Jury, in 
whatever form, are secret and sacred, 
and for nobody's eves until finally filed. 

“If your Honor please, before you close, 
simply that I may be sure I have pro- 
tected the people’s rights,’’ Mr. Whitman 
said at last, ‘*‘I must respectfully protest 
against the refusal of the court to accept 
the presentment found by the Grand Jury, 
and to allow it to be filed with the court.” 


investigation Branched Out. 


At the beginning of the discussion, Mr. 
Rockefeller had no sooner made known 
his desire to read the presentment than 


Judge O'Sullivan postponed the closing of 
the investigation tor two weeks. While 
the Grand Jury was recovering its breath 
the Judze said:

| PAWLING SCHOOL DEDICATED. 


New Building Is the Gift of Alfonzo 
Rockwell Cluett in Memory of His Son.

PAWLING, N. Y., June 9.—The Alfonzo 
Rockwell Cluett Foundation of Pawling 
School was dedicated to-day with much 
ceremony. This building, which has been 
completed in a year, is the gift of Alfonzo 


Rockwell Cluett as a memorial to his 
son, who was a pupil of Dr. Frederick 
L. Gamage at St. Paul’s School from 1894 
to 1897. Dr. Gamage is now the head- 
master of the new Pawling School. 

Upon the death of his son in 1900, said 
Dr. Gamage in his speech to-day, Mr.Cluett 
asked the master to suggest a fitting me- 
morial. Dr. Gamage suggested the es- 
tablishment of a school, and Mr. Cluett 
said he would pay for the main building. 
Thomas Simpson gave as a Site for the 
school 150 acres of the old Dutchess farm. 
The school was started three years ago, 
the old Dutchess Hotel being used as a 
temporary main building. 

The new main building is half a mile 
from the village, cost $150,000, and fis 314 
feet long and 60 feet deep. It is of red 
brick, with white marble trimmings. It 
stands four stories high above the base- 
ment, and can accommodate 500. 

A series of school buildings will follow. 
George D. Cross, President of the Alumni 
Association, has given funds to build a 
chapel, work on which will commence at 
once. The hospital will be the gift of Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles A. Pomeroy in memory 
of their son, Harold Lawrence Mulford, 
who died last Summer. The gymnasium, 
which will be erected this Summer, is 
the gift of several patrons of the school. 
The buildings provided for now, as well 
as those to be added, will follow the gen- 
¢ral architectural scheme of the main 
building dedicated to-day. 

Mr. Cluett was not present at the dedi- 
cation exercises on account of illness, but 
sent a message of cheer.

Here the court reiterated the order that 
the presentment must first have the re- 
view of a legal intelligence in addition 
to the merely lay mind which had drawn 
it up. Mr. Rockefeller, still cnerishing the 
reference to the alleged deviation from 


the original investigation, managed to 
rid himself of this point before he left 
the courtroom. 

“Will your Honor allow the foreman 
to say there has been no line of inves- 
tigation followed up during the investi- 
gation, nor is there any reference made 
in the presentment which has not been 
first agreed upon in substance with your 
Honor? There has been no reference in 
the presentment to any line of investigu- 
tion to which your Honor has not agreed 
before we undertook it.’”’ 

Judge O'Sullivan pointed out that at 
least he had not been consulted about 
the presentment. He then dismissed the 
Grand Jury for the day, with an air of 
finality that closed the discussion. He 
held a conference with Mr. Rockefeller 
and Mr. Whitman later, but it is under- 
stood that they reached no agreement. 


No Sugar and Whitewash Document. 


Speculation as to the nature of the 
presentment over which so much trouble 
had arisen naturally occupied the entire 
Crimina! Court Building after these pro- 
ceedings. The general impression was 


that the charges of the George Kibbe 
Turner article would not be sustained. 
On the other hand, nobody in the building 
believes that the document will be a mixt- 
ure of sugar and whitewash. 

‘‘It will be found to be conservative but 
frank,’’ said a man who has excellent 
reason to know the presentment’s con-

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CONTROL OF STOCK AND BOND 
ISSUES. 

Every new law for the hamstringing 
of corporations is, through some incur- 
able propensity of its authors, headed 
straight for the chamber of the Su- 
preme Court. President Tart insists 
that the new railroad law shall make 
provision for Federal control over fu- 
ture issues of stocks and bonds by in- 
ter-State carriers. The very first at- 
tempt to assert this control will result 
in bringing the statute before the Su- 
preme Court for determination of the 
question whether the Federal Govern- 
ment has any power over the issue of 
securities by corporations Geriving their 
charters from States. 

It is a doubtful question. In the 
course of the debate in the Senate on 
June 1 upon Senator Barerr’s amend- 
ment to the Railroad bill forbidding 
tnter-State carriers to transport com- 
modities manufactured, mined, or pro- 
duced by them, Senator BoraH re- 
marked that he hoped the Supreme 
Court would sustain this amendment 
because “ when they do, we will have 
such control over all corporations creat- 
ed by a State that we can control the 
capitalization and everything else when 
they are engaged in inter-State com- 
merce.” Upon the expression of that 
wish Senator Barter made this com- 
ment: 


I do not regard the issue of stocks 
and bonds as inter-State commerce; 
and therefore the power to regulate 
that commerce does not confer any 
power over them. The Senator and 
myself may be called upon to debate 
that question hereafter. 

The Texas Senator may be moved to 
debate “that question” if the Presi- 
dential recommendation is accepted By 
the Corference Committee. If the 
stock-and-bond provision has been ac- 
cepted by either the Senate or the 
House it may properly be restored to 
the bill in the conference. In view of 
the known attitude of the Democrats 
and the regular 
Senate its acceptance is very doubtful. 


The Supreme Court has never directly | 


passed upon this question, but upon 
more than one occasion it has used ex- 
pressions which lawyers quote in sup- 
port of the belief that the court would 
declare void any such provision as Mr. 
Tarr demands. The court has many 
times declared that the power the Con- 
stitution has conferred upon Congress 
does not operate upon matters essen- 
tially local in their nature; its intent 
is ‘‘to establish perfect equality amongst 
the States as to commercial rights”; 
the “regulations must be regulations 
of commerce, supervisory powers over 
manufactures and production remain 
in the States.” That was decided, of 
course, in the Knight case. If the 
word “‘ commerce” can be stretched to 
include supervision and control of the 
issue of securities by a corporation, 
then there is no reason why it should 
not be made to embrace within its scope 
pretty much every form of mental and 
physical activity of which man is 
capable.

Later on 
he is likely to have an opportunity to 
realize on his investment, and to re- 
convert it into a deposit, at a time 
when it will not embarrass his bank to 
accommodate him. 

It is the recognition of these oppor- 
tunities which constitutes the art of 
investment. The situation is now the 
reverse of what it was in 1905-06. Con- 
fidence that the excellent conditions of 
that time would be maintained, or bet- 
tered, was such that all wanted invest- 
ments, and bid them up to an average 
for representative bonds of above 106. 
The time to sell is when many wish to 
buy. ‘That opportunity has passed, but 
we are now experiencing the opposite 
condition. The time to buy is when 
many wish to sell, and that is now. 
Those same bonds may now. be bought 
around 102, and the market is flooded 
with bonds much lower. Bonds now 
range about 2 points below the aver- 
age for a decade, and they oould rise 
considerably above that before the 
market would becomé overbought. 
These’ figures could be much magnified 
if there were any ‘disposition at this 
time to speak of bonds outside the save 
ings bank class, about which there is 
hardly a shade of doubt regarding prin- 
cipal or interest, although the market 
price may vary according to whether 
there is a demand for bonds or for 
money. Just now the demand is for 
money, and bonds are marked down 
to get it. It is anomalous that our 
savings banks should be embarrassed 
by an excess of deposits in relation to 
their surplus, and yet excellent invest- 
ments be abnormally depressed.

The purpose of TH» New Yorke Truss

SIR GEORGE NEWNES. 

Sir GEORGE NEWNES, proprietor of 
many popular periodicals, and publisher 
of good books, who died in London yes- 
terday, founded his vast fortune by es- 
tablishing Tit-Bits, a weekly journal 
made up of “snippets” of news and 
gossip, anecdotes and moral maxims, 
which from the very start recetved the 
cordial support of the great British 
lower middle class. No periodical like 
Tit-Bits has ever been successful in 
this country, but there have been many 
moderately successful imitations in 
Great Britain. The Review of Reviews, 
the Strand Magazine, and the Grand 
Magazine are other periodicals found- 
ed by NEwnessS, though the idea of the 
first named of these, we believe, orig- 
inated with W. T. Stmap. Sir Groren 
also bought and placed on firm founda- 
tions amnumber of other periodicals, and 
had been for many years the owner of 
The Westminster Gazette, in the man- 
agement of which he was greatly 
interested. This evening newspaper, 
which prints the political cartoons of 
FRANCIS CARRUTHERS GOULD, and is 
esteemed by many the best in London, 
has been of much service fn late years 
to the Liberal Party. 

Sir GrorGr NEWNES was a persistent 
and inventive advertiser, and his com- 
prehension of the vagaries of what is 
called the public taste was probably 
unexcelled. But he has won the lasting 
gratitude of persons of literary judg- 
ment with small means by his publica- 
tion of many of the classics of English 
literature in little leather-covered 
books, in which if the paper ‘was thin 
it was white, while the type was new 
and tke ink black. Sir Grorem had 
represented his party !n Parliament, 
had financed exploring expeditions, was 
interested in scientific progress and 
wholesome sports, and was, in a large 
way, a helpful and public-spirited man, 
but with the multitude of his cémpatri- 
ots he was chiefly the owner of Tit- 
Bits, and that is fame enough. 








ENGLISH WOMEN UNITE. 

It is likely that the movement for 
woman suffrage in England will, in the 
course of the next few months, take a 
form that may secure definite Parlia- 
mentary action either at this session or 
the next. 

It seems that during the period of in- 
tense excitement and contention em- 
bracing the elections and the subse- 

ft manoeuvring with reference to 
Jor ba #1 Conciliation Committee ” 
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after protracted consultation and ‘dis- | 


cussion between representatives of dif- 
ferent groups or factions, hag framed a 
bill which is in effect a “ working com- 
promise.” The substance of the bill is to 
admit to Parliamentary suffrage those 
women who are now-~entitled to vote in 
local elections. These are women pos- 
sessed of a household qualification or 
of a ten-pound occupation qualification 
as defined by the Representation of the 
People act of 1884, with no disqualifica- 
tion on account of marriage. This ex- 
cludes ownership and lodger votes and 
all plural voting. It is expected that it 
will not be unfavorable to the Labor 
Party. Indeed, the organs of the Inde- 
pendent Labor Party estimate that 
more than four-fifths of the women 
now entitled to vote in local Govern- 
ment elections belong to the working 
classes. Under the proposed Dill it is 
calculated that most of the new voters 
will be women who earn their own liv- 
ing and pay rates-and taxes. 

Obviously the measure, if its effect is 
such as its advocates predict, would be 
at once democratic in principle and con- 
servative in operation. The Concilia- 
tion Committee feels confident that its 
proposition will be adopted in. the Com- 
mong, if it can be brought to a vote, 
since every House for forty years has 
been committed by a majority vote to 
the theory of woman suffrage. It is by 
no means certain, however, that even 
with agreement between all shades and 
grades of suffragists, this bill will be 
accepted by the Government. The time 
before the almost certain elections in 
the Autumn or next Spring will be 
crowded, first with matters growing out 
of the succession of Gmorcm V. to the 
throne and financial legtsiation, and, 
second, with the dispute over the Peers. 
The latter will take a long time to com- 
promise, should compromise be found 
practicable, and a etill longer time to 
fight out should the contest go to the 
people. And when the suffragist mens- 
ure, shall have passed the Commons it 
will still have to face the ingrained 
conservatism of the Lords, unless that 
body shall in the meantime have been 
deprived of its veto.

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OUR BANKNOTE SYSTEM. 

It has been remarked now and again 
that banknotes were being issued when 
they ought to have been retired, and 
that they were being retired when they 
ought, under any conditions of respon- 
siveness to commercial conditions, to 
have been in process of issue. The last 
Treasury statement reveals both of 
these contradictory conditions. Com- 
pared with June of last year, there is 
an increase of $24,000,000 of National 
banknotes, although the conditions of 
trade required no such increase. On 
the contrary, the redundancy of cur 
rency has been such that we have been 
exporting gold. To issue currency un- 
der such conditions is merely another 
way of expelling gold. 

On the other hand, during the month 
of May there was a decrease of bank-~ 
note circulation of $1,214,745, although 
it is well known that the crop movement 
is approaching, and some attention its 
being given to finding the ourrency 
necessary to facilitate it. While the 
banknote circulation is thus playing at 
cross purposes with the country’s re- 
quirements the Treasury’s condition 
adds to the confusion. Although the 
banknote circulation has recently been 
shrinking, and the country has exported 
gold, the money in circulation has in- 
creased over $16,000,000, the inorease 
in quantity being accompanied by some 
deterioration of quality. 

This situation is the more worthy at- 
tention bécause it is an open secret that 
the Treasury must be assisted ata time

THE WAY OF THE MUFTI. 

On the eve of Mr. Roosrvnut’s vigor- 
ous lecture at Gulldhall an incident oo- 
curred in Egypt which tends at least to 
show that the task of Great Britafn in 
that ancient land fs not so simple as it 
looks from the deck of a Nile steamer, 
and that it is easier to say what is 
“right” than it is to know exactly how 
to do It. 

There exists in Hgypt a legal officer 
known as the Grand Mufti, who is the 
chief interpreter of Mohammedan law, 
and to him was referred the sentence of 
death passed by the Criminal Court on 
the murderer of Bourros Pasha, the 
Prime Minister. He disapproved the 
sentence for three reasons: The Pasha’s 
relatives were not the prosecutors; the 
life of a true believer cannot be forfeit- 
ed by his killing of an unbeliever; re- 
volvers are not named in the Koran, 
and Boutros Pasha was killed with a 
revolver. Doubtless the murderer will 
be executed, despite this judgment, but 
the effect on the minds of the more 
ignorant Egyptians can more readily be 
imagined than measured. And it must 
be remembered that the Mohammedans 
of Egypt are but a handful of the mill- 
ions of the faithful among whom it is 
the trying task of the English to main- 
tain order and to do substantial justice 
as nearly as may be possible.

Commissioners have done something that 
can hardly be Interpreted otherwise than 
recognition or assertion on their part 
that the population of the United States 
has physically deteriorated in recent 
years. If they are right, the fact, though 
hardly alarming, at least {s not calculated 
to sustain our ancient and familiar boasts 
as to this being the best of lands, the 
home of a constantly improving race. 

Of course, nobody of sense would con- 
tend that of two men, the taller by half 
an inch, or by asaix inches, for that mat- 
ter, is necessarfly the better citizen, the 
wiser, the healthier, or even the stronger, 
and undoubtedly there is a maximum 
height on the other side of which lies 
a pathological domain inhabited by giants 
in no way worth the space they occupy. 
But beyond question a general lowering 
cf stature is a cause for uneasy ques- 
tioning, for while in individuals mental 
superiority is compatible with physical 
inferiority it is not in races, especially 
when it marks a change for the worse 
and not for the better. Well-fed and 
prosperous races tend to increase in 
height, and when they dé@crease it is evi- 
dent that something rather serious is the 
matter with them—a something that de- 
mands immediate attention and correc- 
tion. 

According to the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners the present impossibility of get- 
ting firemen as tall as those formerly se- 
cured without difficulty is due to the fact 
that a majority of our recent immigrants 
have been short men, and we are at 
least allowed to hope that with the

Sage Gives University $150,000. 





The trustees of Princeton University, at 
& special meeting yesterday morning, ao- 
cepted on behalf of the university the re~ 
newed offer of $500,000 from William 
Cooper Procter of Cincinnati for the Grad- 
uate College and another of $150,000 from 
Mrs. Russell Sage, One of the conditions 
of the Procter gift was that $500,000 must 
be obtained from other sources to equal 
his donation, and as this has been as- 
sured Princeton yesterday approved gifts 
amounting’ in all to $1,150,000. 

Mrs. Russell Sage sent a letter to the 
trustees announcing her intention of gives 
ing $150,000 for an extension to the dore 
mitory building erected by her, and of 


building a memorial tower, 160 feet high, — 


in the northwest part of the campus. 
The proceedings before the trustees wera 
marked by the utmost harmony. Presi- 
dent Wilson, it was said, was in accord 
with the action taken, Whatever mis- 
understanding existed between him and 
some of those most actively supporting 
the plans for the Graduate College advo- 
cated by Dean Andrew F. West was ree 
garded as wiped out. 

The meeting was said to have been.ons 
of the most largely attended in many 
years, one member, Cleveland H. Dodga 
of this city, even crossing the Atlantic 
from Europe to be present, Those in 
attendance were John A. Stewart, New 
York; Moses Taylor Pine, Princeton; Je 
Ww.

The meeting was called primarily to 
receive from Mr. Procfer a renewal of his 
offer to give the university’s proposed 
Graduate College half a million dollars. 
That offer had been withdrawn only @ 
few months ago in the face of opposition, 
and Mr. Procter, it is understood, hesitat- 
ed in running the chance of another re- 
jection. He agreed to offer the money 
again only after leading trustees had as- 
sured him that it would be gladly and 
unanimously accepted. 

Mr. Procter reiterated his desire to sive 
the Graduate College $500,000 in a bri 
letter, which was not made public. While 
he named this time but two conditions, the 
location of the proposed college on the 
present golf links, some ten minutes’ walk 
from the university proper, and the pro- 
vision of an additional sum equalling his 
own gift, he added a clause to the lat- 
ter condition which took some of the 
trustees by surprise. It was that the 
money to be got from other sources was 
to be used for the support of the ahr 
torial system in the Graduate College 
feature of the college at first msgs Pe 
by some of those supporting President 
Wilson as one of the most undemocratio 
and objectionable to be found in the gene 
eral plan as originally outlined and ad- 
vocated by Dean West. 

In his first offer Mr. Procter had made 
as one of the conditions that the money so 
obtained should be spent in the general 
way directed by him. In yesterday’s let- 
ter he came out flatly for the preceptorial 
system, and won out. In fact, he and 
his friends had their way at every point, 
and he gave the money without yielding @ 
step. Dean West is regarded also ag 
having won exactly the character of 
Graduate College he urged all along. 

It was said after the meeting that ths 
Wyman bequest had done much to re- 
move President Wilson’s objection to ths 
golf links at the location of the Graduate 
College, sinc® the increased funds would 
enable such an expansion of the university 
as to bring the proposed site of the new 
department well within the univ ersity 
grounds. There was at first a fear t! -_ 
the isolation of the Graduate Colle 
would bring both ac ah and social iad 
lation, and the Graduate College would 
be but little more than a country club 
situated near Princeton University. 

Therefore, before the Procter gift had 
poy ey formally accepted President Wilson 
said: 

‘The conditions under which we ars 
called upon to administer the affairs of 
the university have since our last meet- 
ing altered in so happy a way that [ 
feel justified in congratulating the board 
upon the now very auspicious prospect 
that Hes before us in the execution of our 
trust. By the will of the late Isaac C 
Wyman of the.Class of 1848 a great be- 
quest has been left the university in terms 
which raust be acceptable to every friend 
of Princeton and of the higher learning. 
Its amount is expected to be sufficient 
to enable us to form a great graduate fac- 
ulty and equip graduate teaching upon ag 
liberal a scale as we should desire, 

‘Mr. William Cooper Procter of the 
Class of 1888 has. with admirable gene- 
rosity, offered $500,000 to the university 
for equipment and endowment of the 
Graduate College upon terms which will, I 
feel confident, commend themselves to ev- 
ery member of the board. 

“Mrs. Russell Sage has completed our 
great obligation to her by offering to ex- 
tend the beautiful building she recently 
presented to the university and to add to 
it the great tower which is likely to be 
the chief architectural ornament of the 
universitv. 

‘Mr. Procter makes it a condition of 
his gift that the buildings of the Graduate 
Collegs shall be placed upon the golf 
links. Strongly as my own judgment 
would dictate a different choice of site, 
the expectations of immediate large de- 
velopment created bv Mr. Wyman's be- 
quest so alter the relative importance of 
the question of the position of the Grad- 
uate College that I feel it to be my duty 
no longer to oppose in that matter what 
TI now know to be the judgment of a ma. 
jority of my colleagues in the board.” 
Consideration of the Procter matter 
ended with the adoption of a resolution 
authorizing the Trustees’ Committee of 
the Graduate College, headed by Mr. 
Pine, to proceed with the erection of nec- 
essary buildings with as much dispatch 
as practicable, As the plans have already 
been drawn this is taken to mean that 
actual building will be under way within 
the present Summer. 

The Trustees referred the recent Wy- 
man bequest to the Finance Committee 
ani adpoted a special resolution of thanks 
to Dean West for obtaining this gift, 
which is expected to reach $5.090,0M%, 

While the Swan bequest of $300,0°%, 
with interest, amounting to $325,009, 
to the Graduate College, was being cone 
sidered, doubt was expressed whether or 
not the university, under the terms of 
the will, had the legai right to use for 
the purpose specified land to which it 
did not have title at the time of Mrs.

PARIS; June 9.—New York’s Metro- 
politan Opera Company goes from tri- 
umph to triumph. In Paris to-night 
was witnessed the production for the 
first time in France of Puccini's “ Ma- 
non Lescaut.” It. was a performance 
to which American operagoers are ha- 
bituated. Here it worked unbounded 
enthusiasm for Puccini, who was pres- 
ent; for Toscanini, who conducted; for 
Caruso and other artists who sang the 
leading réles, and even for the chorus, 
who nobly did their part in what for 
Parisians was an operatic feast. 

To-night’s performance was made the 
occasion for the signature to contracts 
by which Puccini's “ Girl of the Golden 
West” will be given for the first time 
at the Metropolitan Opera House on 
Dec. 6, when Puccini told me he hoped 
to be present.

TO THE GOVERNOR 


Mayor of Yonkers Asks Hughes 
to Urge Central to Await Com- 
merce Body’s Verdict. F 








WICKERSHAM WON’T ACT 





Attorney General Says Fight on Local 
Rates Doesn't Concern the Govern- 
ment—Taft Also Appealed To. 





An appeal to Gov. Hughes to use his 
influence with the railroad ahorities 
to prevent an increase in commutation 
rates on the New York Central Railroad 
Was made by Mayor James T. Lennon of 
Yonkers yesterday. This is the Mayor’s 
letter: 


Your Excellency: An official announce- 
ment has been made by the New York 
Central Railroad Company of an increase 
in commutation rates to be effective on 
July 1. These increases seriously affect 
this community, causing a great number of 
patrons of the three Alivisions of the New 
York Central System,’ passing through our 
city much+ concern and at once impair- 
ing our real estate market. 

I take the Nberty of making this appeal 
to you requesting that you urge upon the 
railroad authorities to held t e increases 
in abeyance until euch time as the Public 
Service Commissioners or other proper au- 
thorities can pass upon the same. A some- 
what similar petition has been presented to 
President Taft and Attorney General Wick- 
ersham, The point has already been raised, 
however, by President Brown of the New 
York Central, In interviews appearing in 
the press, that the question is not one for 
the Federal authorities through the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, but it is one 
that must be passed upon by the Public 
Service Commissions of this State. 

I desire further to call your attention to 
a letter, copy of which I inclose, received 
from Attorney General Wickersham, in re- 
sponse to the petition, reference to which 
was made above. 

Intil such time as the Public Service 
Commissions or any other authority having 
jurisdiction can give consideration to this 
subject It is obvious that the increases 
which are held to be unjust and unfair 
here might be made effective in the mean- 
time. 

it is for that reason that we respectfully 
petition you to urge upon the railroad au- 
thorities the withholding of the enforce- 
ment of these new rates or of adopting any 
other means that in your judgment would 
act as a stay.

Ridgefield Park Commuters Decide to 
Patronize the West Shore. 


The commuters of Ridgefield Park, not 
far from Hackensack, N. J., held @ mass 
meeting last night and decided to institute 
a boycott against the Susquehanna & 
Western Railroad, which recently an- 
nounced its intention of increasing the 
commutation rate between Ridgefield 
Park and New York about $1.05 a month, 
taking effect July 1. 

The commuters who attended the meet- 
ing announced their Intention of riding 
only on the West Shore after July 1 and 
a committee of six was appointed to ob- 
tain the names of commuters who ride on 
‘he Susquehanna & Western and urge 
them to use only the West Shore in their 
journeys to and from New York. 

The tracks of the West Shore and the 
Susquehanna & Western run parallel, and 
the stations at Ridgefield Park are equally 


conventent for most of the 630 commuters 
living there. 

It was announced after the mass meet- 
ing that the business men of Ridgefield 
Park will, after July 1, ship all their 
freight over the West Shore in preference 
to the Susquehanna & Western. 

A smaller committee of three was ap- 
pointed at the mass meeting to draft a 
petifion and get signatures, calling upon 
Gov. Fort and the New Jersey Railroad 
Commission to take sultable steps to pre- 
vent the Susquehanna & Western from 

utting its advanced commutation rates 
nto effect. This committee, after get- 
ting the necessary signatures, will appear 
in person before Gov. Fort and ask him 
to call a special session of the Legislat- 
ure, unless it {is found that the present 
law can be construed to give the Railroad 
Commission power to act in the rate mat- 


ter. 

Teast night’s meeting was presided over 
by W. H. Hunter, ex-Assessor of Ridge- 
field Park. A delegation of commuters 
from Rochelle Park attended the meeting. 
A message was received from the com- 
muters of East Orange pledging support 
in the fight and inviting the Ridgefield 
Park commuters to attend the commuters’ 
mass meeting at Rochelle Park to-morrow 
night.

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SIR GEORGE NEWNES DEAD. 


Founter of TitBits Once Employed 
Harmsworth and Pearson. 


LONDON, June 9.—Sir George Newnes, 
the founder of The Westminster Gazette, 
Tit-Bits, and the Strand Magazine, and 
the donor of the international chess tro- 
phy bearing his name, died to-day. 

Sir George Newnes became conspicuous 
in the English literary field_as the cre- 
ator of his own clientele of readers and 
the founder of a distinctive class of maga- 
zines; they were the first of the maga- 
zines to cater to the ‘‘ popular” taste 
and furnish their reading material at a 
price guaranteeing extensive circulation. 

Their founder worked his way up from 
little or no position to the head of a 
$2,000,000 corporation, owning half'a dozen 
monthly magazines operated on daringly 
original lines, the natural ability of their 
founder always being credited with their 
Success. He made great use of the anec- 
dote as a means of conveying information 
and practically introduced it as a standard 
journakstic form. 

Sir George was the son of a country 


clergyman of limited means. Born at 
a Derbyshire, March 138, 1851, he 
rained such education as he could in the 
schools of StilcoOates, Yorkshire, and the 
City:of London. Upon gaining his ma- 
jority he found himself a clerk in a 
merchant’s office. 

In 1875 he matried Priscilla Hillyard, 
daughter of the Rev. J. Hillyard of Lei- 
cester. Hir first literary venture, Tit- 
Bits, was immediately planned, and was 
soon a distinct succéss, the inspiration 





to start it having come, according to a |’ 


Fleet Street rumor, from the back of a 
boarding house menu on which was print- 
ed a group of short stories and anecdotes. 

In one sense Sir George Newnes may 
be described as the father of modern 
journalism in England, for it was in his 
office that the two young men who later 
became the owners of the most widely 
circulated popular dailies in the coun- 
try obtained their first training. Alfred 
Harmsworth, who was afterward Sir Al- 
fred Harmsworth, and fs now Lord North- 
cliffe, the owner of something like eighty 
publications and the employer of 15,000 
persons, began his meteoric career in the 
office of Tit-Bits. So did C. Arthur Pear- 
son, who has been second only to Lord 
Northcliffe as an owner of dailies, week- 
lies, and monthiies. 

In 1885, with financial prosperity al- 
ready well established, Newnes branched 
out into politics. He stood for Parlia- 
ment in that year as a Liberal and was 
elected, representing Cambridgeshire for 
the ten years next following In 1899 he 
began to expand his magazine list by 
founding the Review of Reviews in con- 
junction with Alfred Stead, following that 
with The Strand in 1901. 

The Westminster Gazette came Into the 
Newnes group through tha fact thet As- 
tor bought The Pall Mall Gazette, thus 
leaving the Liberals without an organ, 
and forcing Newnes into the field of dis- 
tinctiy political journalism. In 1895. with 
a fortune conspicuous among those con- 
trolled by publishers, Newnes established 
the firm of Sir George Newnes. Limited. 
with a capital of $2,000,000. It immedi- 
ately began to increase its publication list, 
taking in The Wide World Magazine, The 
Magazine, The Sunday Strand, 
‘‘ountry Life, Woman's Life, Scholar’s 
Cwn, and a series of sixpenny novels. 

The advertising sense of Sir George 
amounted to genius, many of the now 
ta d and papuiar forms of adver- 
tising dating thelr origin to his use of 
them. He sent Borchgrevink in quest of 
the south pole. Although famous as donor 
or an international chess shield. golf was 
his favorite game. He visited America 
three times, the last visit having oc- 
curred two years ago, when he spent 
several months in the Adirondacks. He 
will be succeeded {n the management of 
his affairs by his son Frank.

General Appraiser McClelland, in his 
decision for the board, says that the coun- 
sel for the protestants in a brief con- 
tends that the provision for manufactures 
of quills in Paragraph 463 was not intend- 
ed to cover quill toothpicks, for the rea- 
son that each toothpick is a unit tn itself 
and is made from one quill or a part of a 
quill It is contended further by the 
importer that the manufactures of quilis 
contemplated by Congress had reference 
to and was intended to cover only articles 
made of or from a number of quills, and 


therefore that the toothpicks are dutiable 
wth toothpicks of wood by similitude of 
“We are unable to concur,” sa the 
General Appraiser, “in counsel's -asmee 
ment. Such a construction would be ex- 
ceedingly narrow, and would make the 
 cabngg p for manufactures of quills in 
arge measure meaningless. In the ab- 
sence of a more specific provision for 
quill toothpicks,’ there can be no ques- 
tion that the provision for manufactures 
of quills is broad enough to include them. 
It is well settled that when an article has 
been advanced through one or more proc- 
esses into a completed commercial article 
it is deemed to be a manufacture, The 
protest is overruled,”

DESERTED TAXICAB FOUND 





Conductor Tells Police of Directing an

he search for Esther Maude Mearson, 
the girl who disappeared early Monday 
morning after starting out from home to 
seek employment as a stenographer, just 
as Ruth Wheeler did before her murder 
by young Wolter, led yesterday to Tar- 
rytown. 

Three men were found ir Tarrytown 
during the day who say they saw a girl 
closely resembling Esther Mearson. In 
each instance she was accompanied by 
an alderly man who seemed to be her 
guide. 

One of those who beliéves that he saw 

. the missing girl and an elderly man was 
William Smith, a conductor on the Tarry- 
town and White Plains trolley line. Smith 
Sayvs that on Monday nignt, a girl who 
looked remarkably like wsther, and ac- 
companied by a man, boarded his car at 
Elmsfcrd, a station on the Putnam Road. 

The man asked Smith if the car went 
as far as Tarrytown, and when told that 
it did, helped the young girl on the car 
and paid the fares. 

“My attention was attracted to the 
couple because the girl was so young to 
be out at night with a man. She wore 
her hair down her back in a braid. She 
wore a dark suit and a dark brown hat. 
He was dressed in light suit and a 
derby hat.

Late last night a deserted tax cab was 
fecund on the roadside opposite the coun-

just below Elmsford’ It belonged io the 
New York Texicab Company and its num- 
ber was 345. The license was 64,654. Po- 
licemian Winslow, whose attention was 
called to the aeserted vehicle, ran it into 

arrytown. Whether it has any connec- 
tion with the Mearson case the poiice 
have not ascertained. 

Night Manager Hayes of the taxicab 
company was notified last night that one 
of his company’s cars had been found. 

“The taxicab was stolen about 
o’clock on Wednesday morning, and we 
have been looking for it ever since,’’ said 
Mr. Hayes. “The car in charge .ot 
Thomas Collins, a chauffeur, © 
ing in front of a café at 122d Street and 
Eighth Avenue. Collins left it for a 
moment to go into the café. When he 
returned it was gone. We figure it out 
that the car was stolen by some ‘ joy rid- 
ers.’ Of course, it may 
to do with the Mearson case, but I hardly 
think so.”’ 

In the morning they were told by Dr. 
Henry C. Ruhl. a physician living in 
White Plains. that he had seen a girl 
closely resembling Esther Mearson while 
he was hurrving to catch a train for 
New York.

On Monday morning, just after 
breakfast, she went through the newspa- 
pers and clipped out several advertise- 
ments for stenographers wanted in the 


house. 
“That terrible Wolter case haunts me, 
and 1 can’t help thinking that maybe my 


rible thought. I know one thing only— 
that my dauhter is not remaining away 
from us of her own free will, for 1 know 
her too well to allow such a bélief. 

“ There is one thing I wish the newspa- 
pers would use to help in the search, and 
that is an accurate description of Esther.
